CONTINUES. 


Alarmed Depositors 
Congregate. 


BUSINESS AS USUAL. 


In spite of a re-assuring state- 
‘ment by the manager of the local 
branch of the National City Bank 
of New York on Saturday, con- 
cerning rumoura as to the bank's 
financial standing, a number of 
Chinese, presumably depositors, 
gathered round the doors when 
they opened for ‘business — this 
morning. 

An Indian sergeant was: sta- 
tioned at the main entrance, and 
the anxious people were directed 
to the compradore’s entrance, 
where they were accommodated. 

Inside the bank, business pur- 
sued its normal, course. 

The crowd seemed to consist 
for the most part of depositors of 
the poorer class, presumably 


_. alarmed by. stories from Canton, 


eomcerning. recent bank failures 
in America. Their ranks -wera 
swelied by a number of Chinese 
who apparently wished to satisfy 
their curiosity. 


An Emphatic Denial. 


Later in the morning a notice 
in Chinese was posted up outside 
the building, the English translo-' 
tion reading aa follows:— 

“We understand that stories 
have been circulated that the 
‘Head. Office of the National City 
Bank of New York is in difficul- 
_ ties. This is absolutely untrue. 
The National City Bank is one of 
‘the biggest banks in the United 
States of America, and is in a 
thoroughly: strong . position to 
meet any demands that may. be 
made, These rumours have been 
circulated by unscrupulous small 
coin dealers in order to make a 
profit for themselves, without re- 
gard to the losses of depositors, 
who are forfeiting interest, etc,” 

‘The notice was read with great 
inferest by many in the crowd, 
and seemed to have the necessary 
effect, many people being seen to 
go away after perusal. 


“No Cause for Alarm. 


Interviewed by’a China Mail re- 
presentative, the manager, .Mr, 
F. McD. Courtney, re-iterated 
thaf the scare was an absurdity. 
Flowever, in so much that the 
alarm had apparently reached 
points up-country. where some of 
the bank’s depositors lived, he 
was prepared to'see the “run” 
last for a day or two longer, when 
he expected it, would automatical- 
ly cease, :

BUCKET SHOP 
ACTIVITIES. 


The Policy of the Stock 
Exchange. . 


The mail-bag . of many invest. 
ment advisers has recently, testi- 
fied to an appreciable increase in 
pucket-shop activity. The main 
reason Is, says the Financial 
Nows, probably that the new lssuc 
market at the moment is entirely 
unfavourable to the flotation of 
new bubble companies on a large 
scale. Normally, this is much the 
moat remunerative sphere of ac~ 
tivity for financiers of a certain 
type. When conditions are favour- 
able, for .cvery dishonest penny 
they turn by bucket-shop opera- 
tions they may turn, & pound by 
apeculative Issues. Under present 
conditions, however, more than 
ene Arsene Lupin ha’ been ‘driven 
to common cribcracking. 

Effect of Share-Hawking Ban. - 

The last Companies Act, with 
its ban on share hawking, has not 
eliminated the activities of bucket- 
shops, but has somewhat changed 
thelr technique. It haa added an- 
other to the list of operationg, like 
betting, asking alms, or exhibib-.

The Stock Exchange Committee 
certainly shows more Interest in 
the question than it did a short 
time ugo. It has exhibited 2 wel: 
come readiness to suspend mark- 
ings or dealings, or both, in 
shares which can be shown to be 
the/subject of extensive outside 
rigging. 

This, however, only touches the 
fringe of the evil. The small in- 
vestor is particularly at a disad- 
vantage. While bucket-shops and 
other outside agencies may impor- 
tune him ad nauseam, the Stock 
Exchange authorities, who are the 
guardians of clean dealing, main- 
tain a sphinx-like silence. 

The Publicity’ Question. 

The reason is to be found, of 
course, in the Stock Exchange’s 
self-imposed ban on “advertising” 
fn any shape or form. At pre- 
sent, It must frankly be stated, 
this Trappist rule is a definite 
hardship on the small investor. 
If the Stock Exchange finds ins

CO-OPERATION IN 
COMMERCE. 


Sir Walter Raine on 
Unemployment. 


Sir Walter Raine, ‘president of. 
the Association of British Chambers 
of Commerce, addressing the Au- 
tumnal meeting of the association 
at Birmingham on September 25, 
suggested that there should be re- 
gular assemblies -of the nations 
comprising the British Common- 
wealth to increaso our volume of 
trade.” : 

“We are, of course,” he said, 
“aware of tho difficulties of some 
of our sister nations, such as Aus- 
tralia, in consequence of which 
Free Trade within the Empiro thay 
be impracticable for a long time. 
but there Js little doubt that, with- 
out asking for Free Trade at pre- 
sent, a great amount of good work 
could be accomplished by constant 
touch with one another. In spite 
of their difficulties, our Colonies 
are stretching out their hands to us. 
Why not sit’ down periodically with 
our kith and kif, and by discussion 
arrive at conclusions which will 
help to increase our volume of 
trade?” : A 

Confidence Required. 

Dealing with unemployment, Sir 
Walter sald: -“There—Is-no~doubt: 
we are suffering from a very severe 
slump. The national income is av 
the present time controlled more by 
our capacity for consumption than 
for production. Any commercial 
traveller will fervéntly ..affirm that 
what we need. is more buyers, Sv 
far as the outlook is- concerned 
there {3 really nothing about which 
one can be exactly cheerful. _ What 
is undoubtedly required is a re- 
newal of confidence. ~ Probably the 
cheapness of money may be the 
means before long of causing ths 
wheels of industry to move again.” 

He sald the increasing use of 
machinery had caused to spring up 
a huge army ‘of unemployed, and 
even if trade were at the very best 
it waa’ very problematical if many 
of .them would ever be employed 
again, It was an aspect of trade 


ahd to-day’s conditions that there 


was an ever-increasing tendency to 
seek for something for nothing. It 
was a regrettable fact that that had 
become the spirit of the age. . 

“We are living in a fool’s paras 
dise:' Unless there fa some change 
before very long we will some doy 
in the near future, and. quite sud- 
denly, awake to the naked truth 
that we will have to alter drastically 
our methods.,without further delay. 
T feel that we in Great Britain have 
gone far beyond the limit of safety 
with regard to social services and 
general conditions in comparison 
with our: neighbours. 

~ A Serfous Menace. 

“If the position should become 
any more acute we shall see that 
our more ‘ successful Continental 
neighbours will have more resources 
on which to draw than we, because 
according to the theory of many 
people, we havo been: living on 
capital to a certain extent, for some 
considerable time. At any “rate, 
over 2,000,000 people unemployed 
living on-the’ country which draws 
its, Income from industry, is 3 very 
serfous menace to our well-being. 

“Ty. spite of these factors, which 
are militating agaifst trade, you

The Liuchow insurgents under 
Han Tsoi-funy, the Kwangsi divi- 
sional. commander and concur- 
rently garrison commandant of 
Liuchow. and Kingyuan, have 
been advancing from Liuchow in 
a westerly direction towards 
Kingyuan since the last fort- 
night, leaving only a small por- 
tion of troops defending Liu- 
chow. ! 

A report states that Han was 
under order to'lead his forces to 
Kingyuan and environs to guard 
against a posible invasion of the 
Kweichow troops, while the Iron- 
side-Kwangsi allies are heading 
for Yunnan. : 

Another report indicates that 
Han’s movement was.to check the 
further advance of Li Ming-shui‘s 
Communist troops to, Kingyuan,

‘The authorities at Liege 
toured the villages affected by 
the phenomenal “wreath” of poi- 
soned atmosphere, but statements 
taken from dying victims yielded 
no clue as to the cause of the fog. 

The death-dealing fog has be- 
gun to lift from the Meuse Valley 
where a reign of terror has pre: 
vailed, similar to. that experienced 
during the War. The villagers 
are endeavouring to seal thelr 
houses almost hermetically. 

The victims are seized with sud- 
den pains in the throat and chest. 
Hundreds have been sertoualy 
affected besides the 66 who have 
died. i 
| The absence of a definite ex- 
planation of the menace is. increas- 
ing the terror. Many theories ara 
belng advanced, for instance, ‘that 
certain chemical dust In the’ air 
has become united with moisture 
to form a toxte gas. Since the fog 
has cleared slightly the carcases
